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Family’s tribute to 
‘deariy loved’ dad

THE grieving family of a 
“dearly loved” builder who 
died in a car crash have paid 
tribute to him. 

Daniel James, from Ashen, was 
founded dead after his BMW 
careered into a ditch. 

The vehicle was found on Ashen Road, 
near Clare, at 6.15am on Sunday, but it is 
thought it could have left the road as 
early as 11pm the previous night but was 
not spotted be passers-by because of 
bushes. 

No other cars are thought to have been 
involved in the crash, which killed the 56- 
year-old father-of-two. 

In a statement, the family asked to be 
allowed to grieve at “this very difficult 
time”. 

They said: “Danny was a dearly loved 
husband of fane and father to Becky and 
George. 

“He was a friend to everyone who knew 
him. All family members and his friends 
will miss him very much. 

“Danny worked as a builder and was 
interested in music, equestrian sport and 
reading.” 

Friends described Danny as a “larger 
than life character”, who always had time 
stop and talk.

Pond helpers call 
for more facilities 


F our members of the 
same family who have 
cleared a fishing pond 
ready for the new season 
are calling on their local 
council to improve 
facilities in the area. 

Brothers David and Peter 
Williams, their brother-in-law 
Stan Pridmore and nephew Keith 
Petherick, who is now bailiff for 
the Newt Pond at Castle Playing 
Fields in Haverhill, have been 
cutting back vegetation and 
repairing fishing bays. 

Although only officially opened 
last year after the pond received a 
£60,000 facelift with Lottery 
Funding granted to the Parkway 
Residents’ Association, some of 
the riverbank has already eroded 
near the fishing platforms, 
leaving dangerous gaps. 

Last year, a new £110,000 
children’s play area opened 
nearby, but the anglers feel that 
more maintenance and facilities 
are needed, particularly toilets, so 
the area can be used to its full 
potential.

David Williams said he and his 
family were willing to work as 
volunteers to get the pond up to 
scratch for the new fishing 
season. 

They are also working with the 
park ranger service to start 
fishing competitions and 
sessions for youngsters to learn 
to fish. 

However, they are concerned 
that the area will deteriorate if it 
is not properly maintained. 

Mr Williams said they were told 
by St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council that toilets would cost 
around £160,000 to provide, but 
believed this could be done 
much more cheaply and would 
be willing to try to raise half the 
money needed. 

Mr Williams said: “I don’t know 
where they get these figures from. 
We could get builders to come 
and do the work, most of it for 
nothing, if the council would pay 
half. 

“They say it is health and 


safety, but an angler could easily 
break his leg on these platforms. 

“We want to make it really nice 
up here for people to enjoy, but it 
needs to be looked after. They say 
there is no money, but £96,000 
was raised for a Parkway 
Community Centre which went 
straight back into the council 
coffers. Surely they could use 
some of that to build toilets.” 

A borough council 
spokesperson said: “The council 
and the Parkway Residents’ 
Association worked together and 
were awarded a grant from the 
Big Lottery fund to improve the 
Newt Pond area and the 
volunteers continued assistance 
in maintaining this community 
asset is greatly appreciated. 

“We know that they would very 
much like a public toilet built in 
the pond and playground area 
and we also know that they are 
aware that the council does not 
have the resources. 

“There are picnic tables and 
benches around the pond, but if 
the volunteers believe that more 
are needed we will investigate.”

New town 
clerk to 
earn £50k 

HAVERHILL Town Council is 
getting ready to appoint a 
successor to its town clerk 
when he retires next year - at a 
salary range of £50,000 rising to 
almost £56,000. 

Gordon Mussett has been 
town clerk for most of the time 
since the formation of the town 
council in 1989. He has given 
notice of his intention to retire 
next May, when elections will 
be held and a new town 
council formed. 

At a meeting of the council’s 
personnel committee on 
Tuesday, a job description and 
draft job advertisement was 
approved for Mr Mussett’s 
successor. The post is des¬ 
cribed as town clerk and 
responsible financial officer, at 
local government scale 4, 
£49,486 rising to £55,772, plus 
local government pension 
scheme. 

With a population of almost 
24,000 and a precept in excess 
of £1 million, Haverhill is in the 
top tier of town/parish coun¬ 
cils. 

The council is corporate 
trustee of the Town Hall 
Charity, which runs the arts 
centre, and the successful 
applicant would be expected to 
be both clerk to the trustees 
and managing director of the 
charity’s trading company.

A BRAVE young woman 
who broke her neck in a car 
accident earlier this year - 
but is determined to walk 
again - will get a cash boost 
from a parachute jump in 
August. 

Toni Cant, 22, is currently 
receiving treatment at Stoke 
Mandeville Hospital after losing 
the use of all her limbs in the 
crash, which happened at Shet¬ 
land Road, Haverhill, on January 
1. 

No-one else was involved in the 
crash in which Toni’s car hit a 
wall. Police believe she may have 
hit ice. 

Toni, of Alderton Close, Haver¬ 
hill, has been confined to a 
wheelchair since the accident and 
was transferred from Adden- 
brooke’s hospital to Stoke 
Mandeville in April. 

She has a four-year-old daugh¬ 
ter, Scarlett, who is being cared 
for by her father at Red Lodge and 
is taken to visit her mother as 
often as possible. 

Although doctors have said she 
is unlikely to walk or even regain

use of her arms, Toni has already 
defied medical expectation by 
coming off a ventilator and is 
aiming to walk out of the hospital 
by the end of the year. 

Her aunt Natalie King, who is 
terrified of heights, is planning to 
attempt a tandem parachute 
jump at Headcorn Airfield on 
August 5, and hopes to raise as 
much money as possible through 
sponsorship to make her niece’s 
life as comfortable as possible. 

Toni’s mum Moira, who had 
stayed in hospital with her 


daughter until recently, said: “I 
have got so much admiration for 
her and the way she has coped 
with it. 

“She is like, it has happened 
and we have got to deal with it, 
not woe is me. She is so deter¬ 
mined that it is not going to beat 
her. She told the physio to push 
her as hard as she could, she is 
not one to give up. 

“Her consultant said if there is 
not any sign of movement after 
three months it is unlikely that 
there will be. But she is so 
determined, I think that is half the 
battle. 

“She did not have any brain 
damage and they said she would 
not come off a ventilator, but she 
did, so perhaps there will be a 
miracle. That is what we are all 
praying for. 

“She has started painting with 
her mouth and they are trying to 
get her biceps moving so that she 
can do things we all take for 
granted, like brushing her hair 
and teeth or scratching an itch. 

“She is going to need a lot of 
equipment to help her and it is 
not going to be cheap.”

Tragedy also struck his 
family seven years ago 
when his brother, Michael, 
died from pancreatitis, 
aged just 48.

Couple found 
guilty of fraud 


Son and daughter-in-law ‘bled 
dry’ pensioner’s bank accounts

A COUPLE have been 
found guilty of defrauding 
the husband’s elderly father 
of more than £14,000. 

A jury at Ipswich Crown Court 
convicted lohn and Carol Apps on 
Monday. 

During the week-long trial, the 
jury heard how the couple had 
gained control of lohn Apps’s 
father’s bank accounts and with¬ 
drawn the cash, mostly for their 
own use, during a six month 
period. 

The couple, of Bellings Road, 
Haverhill, had both pleaded not 
guilty to three offences of fraud by 
abuse of their position between 
November 2007 and fune 2008. 

Carol Apps, 36, and her 41-year- 
old husband claimed that lohn 
lames Apps senior, had been fully 
aware of what was happening and 
been in full agreement. Nothing 
had been done without his perm¬ 
ission, they said. 

But Richard Potts, prosecuting, 


said the pair had “bled him dry”, 
leaving the pensioner with rent 
and council tax arrears and little 
in his bank accounts. 

When Mr Apps senior finally 
returned to his home in south 
Essex, he had just 35p left in his 
Abbey National account, £1.29 in 
the Post Office and £8.40 with 
Barclays. 

At the same time, the pensioner 
was facing rent, council tax and 
electricity bill arrears of more 
than £1,200. 

Mr Apps senior has since died, 
but he had left behind four state¬ 
ments in which he denied that he 
had given his son and daughter- 
in-law permission to make cash 
withdrawals, other than for pay¬ 
ing his bills. 

The court heard that Mr Apps 
senior had lost his own home in 
Grays, south Essex, when it was 
repossessed after it was re-mort- 


gaged to help his only son and 
daughter-in-law out of financial 
difficulties. 

The 80-year-old pensioner, a 
former Port of London worker, 
had moved into sheltered acc¬ 
ommodation at Grays and follow¬ 
ing the death of his wife Eileen, he 
stayed for a while with his son in 
Haverhill. 

lohn Apps claimed that his 
father “didn’t have a clue” about 
managing his finances and the 
couple became involved to help 
him. 

He said that he would rather 
have still had his mother and 
father than any of their money. 

He claimed that his father had 
handed him an Abbey National 
cash card, telling him to use it if 
he needed to. 

The couple were released on 
bail until they reappear in court 
next month to be sentenced.

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Prisoner freed 
in identity con 


A PRISONER was on the 
run this week after con¬ 
ning jail staff into be¬ 
lieving he was a different 
inmate and due for early 
release. 

Brazen James Whitlock, 25, 
walked straight out of HMP 
Edmunds Hill in Stradishall at 
9am on Monday morning 
unchallenged by guards. 

Incredibly Whitlock was 
given permission for early 
release after applying to the 
Prison Service for licence using 
another inmate’s name who 
was serving a sentence at the 
same prison. 

Prison staff only realised the 
blunder and raised the alarm 
after Whitlock, who was serving 
two years nine months for 
theft, had left the site. 

Members of the public who 
spot Whitlock have been 
warned not to approach him 
but contact police immediately. 

A Prison Service spokesman 
said: "We can confirm that a 
prisoner from HMP Edmunds 
Hill left the prison without 
authorisation after claiming a

licence for temporary release in 
another prisoner’s name. 

“An investigation has been 
launched at the prison and this 
matter is now in the hands of 
the police.” 

The Prison Service was 
unable to confirm how much of 
his sentence he had already 
served. 

Whitlock was described as 


white, of slight build, with 
brown hair. He was last seen 
wearing a blue and white short 
sleeve top and blue jeans. 

Suffolk police said he has 
connections to Walton on the 
Nayes, Great Dunmow, Frinton 
on Sea, Kirby Cross and 
Chingford in the Essex area, 
and to Maidenhead in 
Berkshire. 

A spokesman said: “If anyone 
sees Whitlock they should 
phone the police with the 
details. They should not 
approach him or take any 
further action.” 

HMP Edmunds Hill is a 
category C prison which caters 
for 379 inmates who cannot be 
trusted in open conditions but 
are classed as unlikely to 
escape. 

It has boasted a string of 
illustrious inmates including 
singer Boy George, Jade 
Goody’s ex-husband Jack 
Tweed and disgraced Met 
Police chief Ali Dizaei.

Changes will affect your 
state pension payments 


Haverhill Citizens Advice Bureau this 
month talks about changes to state 
pensions, the National Insurance 
qualifying period amendments and how 
the age at which women will receive it 
is going up. 



Q: I am a couple of years off 
retirement age. I know I won’t 
now get my state pension at 60 
but I’m unclear about exactly 
when I’ll qualify and whether I’ll 
be entitled to a full pension when 
I stop work. Can you help? 

A: State pensions changed from 
April 6 this year. If you reach state 
pension age on or after that date 
then you will get a state pension 
under the new system. For most 
people the changes will happen 
automatically, but you may need to 
take action to make sure you get 
everything you are entitled to. 

To get a full basic state pension, 
currently around £95 per week, 
you will only need to build up 30 
qualifying years of National 
Insurance contributions or credits. 
Under the current system, women 
normally need 39 qualifying years 
and men 44 qualifying years. 

To start getting some basic state 
pension, you will only need one 
qualifying year of National 
Insurance contributions or credits. 
Under the current system, you 


need to build up a minimum 
number of qualifying years to start 
getting some basic state pension - 
10 years for women and 11 years 
for men. 

Changes to state pensions will also 
make it easier to get a full basic 
state pension for many people with 
caring responsibilities. 

If you are a woman, the earliest 
age from which you can start 
getting your state pension will 
increase from the current age of 
60. The state pension age for 
women is rising gradually between 
2010 and 2020 to make it the 
same as for men, currently 65. 
Your own state pension age 
depends on your exact date of 
birth. 

You can get a forecast telling you 
how much state pension you may 
get when you reach state pension 
age from the Directgov website. 
You can also find out what 
information you’ll need before you 
apply. Goto www.direct.gov.uk. 
Directgov also has lots more 
information about changes to the 
state pension from April 2010.

MPs in 
call for 
health 
funds 

A GROUP of Suffolk 
MPs are calling on 
government minist¬ 
ers to improve health 
service funding and 
rural broadband acc¬ 
ess for their constit¬ 
uents. 

New West Suffolk 
MP Matthew Han¬ 
cock, along with the 
county’s other MPs, 
have sent letters to 
Secretary of State for 
Health, Andrew Lan- 
sley, and Secretary of 
State for Culture, 
Olympics, Media and 
Sport, Jeremy Hunt 
asking them to look 
at the issues. 

The letter to Mr 
Lansley demands 
that both Suffolk 
PCT, and also Great 
Yarmouth andWave- 
ney PCT, “get the 
money that they 
deserve”. 

They claim that 
under the current 
funding formula, the 
PCTs were handed 
£10million less than 
they actually needed. 

They wrote: “We 
are writing to ask you 
to address our con¬ 
cerns that funding 
for health care is not 
fairly distributed, 
and that Suffolk does 
not receive its fair 
share. We are con¬ 
cerned that the cur¬ 
rent funding formula 
has resulted in unfair 
funding inequalities 
for PCTs in different 
regions, and espec¬ 
ially between cities 
and rural areas.” 

In their second 
letter, they urged the 
minister to steer 
clear of a “digital 
divide” between rur¬ 
al and urban areas 
regarding access to 
faster broadband 
service. 

They wrote: “Our 
county currently 
suffers many ‘not 
spots’ and ‘slow 
spots’, particularly in 
rural areas, which 
impacts businesses 
today and runs the 
risk of Suffolk being 
left behind.”

Daughter’s grief 
death inspires a 


When her step-dad was killed by a gang of 
hoodies, model Jasmine Taylor was left 
devastated. She has launched a campaign 
to make the world a better place in his 
memory. Interview by ALICE RYAN 



EARING a cute 



Jasmine Taylor answers the 
door with a dazzling smile. 

Bright, bubbly and 
beautiful, with an 
impossibly contagious 
laugh, the professional 
model appears a picture of 
happiness. 

“D’you fancy a cup of 
tea?” she asks, walking 
through to her sunny sitting 
room. “I’m gasping for one. 

Beneath the smiles, 
though, there’s an 
inconsolable sadness. Last 
year, Jasmine lost her 
adored step-father: a 
devout Muslim, he was 
attacked leaving a South 
London mosque - and 
beaten to death. 

“When he died, a part of 
me died with him,” admits 
Jasmine. “I can go to Tesco 
and do the shopping, buy a 
paper, watch TV meet 
friends, and nobody would 
know anything was wrong. 
But, deep down, I feel this 
emptiness: I feel like a shell 
of a person.” 

The death of Jasmine’s 
step-dad, Ekram Haque, hit 
headlines: believed to be a 
racist attack, CCTV footage 
showed a hooded gang 
ambushing the 67-year-old 
- right in front of his 3-year- 
old granddaughter. 

“He’d just opened his fast 
and had gone outside for a 
smoke,” explains Jasmine. 
“These guys just came out 
of nowhere... He suffered a 
serious head injury. He 
went into intensive care, 
but then he died. 

“He was just such a great 
person. Don’t get me 
wrong, he had his flaws - 
we all do. But he was loving 
and kind and genuine. To 
him, everyone was equal: 
he never judged anyone. He 
was the best person I’ve 
ever met, the best person 
I’ll ever meet.” 

Jasmine, who runs both 
her own modelling agency 
and a marketing business, 
has just launched a 
nationwide campaign in 
memory of Ekram. 

Called Find Love, it aims 
to spread happiness - via 
social events and 
workshops - and raise cash 
for good causes at the same 
time. 

“It’s about finding love in 
the purest sense, whether 
it’s romantic love or 
friendship or simply a 
passion for doing 
something new,” explains 
Jasmine, 30. “He always 
used to say ‘Find love in 
everything you do. Just find 
love and be happy’. I 
thought ‘How can I make 
his legacy five on?’ - and 
Find Love was the result.” 

Jasmine will be hosting 
her first Find Love charity 
auction, in Cambridge later 


this month. 

She’s holding it in aid of 
The Eve Appeal, the 
national charity which 
funds research into 
gynaecological cancers; as 
well as raising funds, it’s 
designed to be a 
networking night for local 
businesses. 

“It always amazes me 
how few people actually 
know the person working in 
the office next door,” 
explains Jasmine. “Find 
Love is all about reaching 
out and making contact.” 

Raised in Liverpool, 
Jasmine is the middle 
daughter of an Indian 
prince, who came to the UK 
as a young man to work as a 
GR 

Sadly her real father died 
in 1988; when she was 9, 
Ekram came into her 
family’s life. 

“At first we were a bit like 
‘You’re not our dad, you 
can’t tell us what to do’, as 
three girls would be,” she 
admits. 

“Actually, that’s not really 
the case for my little sister, 
Ruby. She was only 3 when 
he came into our lives; he 
was her papa. “And my 
older sister and I soon 
realised that he wasn’t the 
enemy, he was our friend. 

In fact, he became our 
rock.” 

Ekram was a vital source 
of support to Jasmine 


when, aged just 19, she was 
involved in a terrifying car 
smash. It left her in 
intensive care with a 
fractured spine - and the 
fear she might never walk 
again. 

“My mum was in India at 
the time, having treatment 
for her rheumatoid 
arthritis,” explains Jasmine, 
“so it was Ekram - we called 
him Uncle - who took the 
call. 

“He came straight to the 
hospital and he was so, so 
strong. He kept telling me 
that I was OK, that 
everything would be fine .. 

. Last year he told me that 
he actually went out into 
the waiting room and cried, 
but he didn’t want me to 
see the anxiety in his face. 
He wanted me to believe I 
would get better - which I 
did.” 

It took six long and 
painful months for Jasmine 
to recover. “I had to learn to 
walk again,” she continues. 
“I even had to learn how to 
hold my head up. It sounds 
silly, but it’s amazing how 
hard it is to hold your own 
head up - and to walk down 
steps. We take these things 
for granted, but it wasn’t 
easy to learn them over 
again.” 

Clearly a very 
determined character, 
Jasmine went on to fulfil 
her dream of becoming a 
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over step-dad’s 
link to love...

model; among many other 
things, she shot an ad 
campaign for Selfridges. A 
keen singer/songwriter, she 
also threw herself into her 
music; she writes pop, rap 
and R&B. 

“Ekram always loved my 
music,” she laughs. “He 
used to dance around to it. 
A lot of people who knew 
him would be surprised to 
hear that!” Although Ekram 
never married her mother, 
Jasmine describes the 
couple as “soul mates, two 
peas in a pod - they had 
exactly the same sense of 
humour”. The pair lived 
together until 2002, when 
Ekram moved to London. 

“They still used to speak 
three or four times a day, 
and they saw each other 
once or twice a month,” 
explains Jasmine. “But he 
wanted to move and she 
didn’t; she’ll never leave the 
house my dad bought.” 

When Jasmine married 
husband David, a year and 
a half ago now, it was 
Ekram who gave her away. 
Looking at a photograph of 
herself in her fairytale 
wedding dress, Ekram 
smiling proudly at her side, 
Jasmine’s eyes well with 
tears. 

“I’ve still got his wedding 
suit,” she says. “After he 
died I said I had to have it. I 
brought it home and hung 
it next to my wedding dress, 
which is where it will stay. It 
still smells of his aftershave. 
Sometimes I hold the jacket 
to my face, close my eyes 
and pretend it’s him in front 
of me, not a suit on a 
hangar.” 

Ekram was also there 
when baby Katrice - 
Jasmine and David’s 
adorable little daughter, 
every bit as smiley and 
gorgeous as her mum - was 
born. 

“She’s my world,” adds 
Jasmine. “If it hadn’t been 
for her, I don’t know how I 
would have coped since he 
died. She’s like a little ray of 
sunshine.” 

In August of last year, just 
a few weeks before he died, 
Ekram came to stay with 
Jasmine in Cambridge. “We 
went to Debenhams 
shopping,” she recounts. 
“Ruby, my little sister, 
wanted to buy clothes as 
usual. I didn’t want 
anything, but Ekram kept 
picking things up and 
saying ‘How about this? I’d 
like to buy you something’. 
In the end he insisted on 
buying me a silver top. The 
first time I wore it was to 
see him in hospital. I told 
him ‘I’m wearing that top 
you bought me - open your 
eyes so you can see how it 


looks’... I really thought he 
might open his eyes, but he 
never regained 
consciousness.” 

As well as his three step¬ 
daughters, Ekram had a son 
of his own; on the night he 
was attacked, outside his 
local mosque in Tooting, his 
tiny granddaughter was 
with him. 

Jasmine was on holiday 
in France. In fact, she, 

David and Katrice had only 
just arrived - after a 
gruelling 17-hour journey- 
when they got the news 
Ekram was critical in 
hospital. Driving straight 
back to the UK, Jasmine 
remembers seeing Ekram 
lying in the intensive care 
bed: “I was shaking him, 
saying ‘Wake up! Why isn’t 
he waking up?’...” 

Despite doctors’ efforts, 
Ekram died of his head 
injuries. Later this month, a 
group of teenage boys will 
appear in court in 
connection with the case. 

Looking down at the 
rings on her fingers - two of 
which, one worn on each 
thumb, belonged to Ekram 
- Jasmine says: “I just want 
these kids to realise what 
they’ve done, to show some 
remorse. If they can do that 
I truly believe they'll be OK, 
that they’ll get better. I do 
believe people can change.” 

Jasmine says she herself 
has changed since Ekram, a 
retired care worker, died. 

“It might sound strange, 
but I think I’m a better 
person,” she explains. 
“Wherever I am, whatever 
I’m doing, I’m constantly 
thinking ‘What would 
Ekram Haque have done?’ - 
I know he would always do 
the right thing. 

“If I see someone in the 
supermarket looking a bit 
sad or lost I go up to them 
and ask if they’re OK; the 
other day I helped an old 


lady find the ice cream. I 
know what it’s like now: I’ve 
been that person standing 
by the magazine rack trying 
not to cry.” 

Jasmine admits she’s 
found it hard to move on 
since Ekram’s death. Victim 
support has, she says, been 
invaluable, but she still 
thinks about her step-dad 
constantly. 

“We’re actually about to 
move house,” adds Jasmine. 
“Wherever I look in this 
house, I see him; it’s too full 
of memories.” 

But Jasmine says 
launching Find Love has 
given her a focus. “It’s 
amazing how generous 
people have been,” she 
says. “When I contacted 
Cadbury they didn’t think 
twice, they agreed to 
support Find Love straight 
away. That kind of response 
is brilliant; it means a lot.” 

Thanks to support from 
Cadbury KOKO, Safestore in 
Stevenage, Virgin Media, 
Homebase, Charles 
Tyrwhitt, Don Pasquale in 
Cambridge, Octopus in 
Cambridge and Boots, she’s 
got a whole host of auction 
prizes waiting to go under 
the hammer in aid of The 
Eve Appeal. 

Jasmine says she is sure 
Ekram would be proud of 
her efforts. “I know it’s what 
Ekram would have wanted: 
Find Love is designed to 
spread happiness and 
support charitable causes, 
two things he did 
throughout his lifetime,” 
she adds. 

“If everyone stopped and 
wondered ‘What would 
Ekram Haque have done?’ 
from time to time, we’d all 
be better people for it - and 
the world would be a better 
place.”

The big film 



GREENBERG (15,107 mins) 
Comedy. Ben Stiller, Greta Gerwig,

MISERY loves company - our 
company - in writer-director Noah 
Baumbach’s deeply depressing 
character study, based on a story 
conceived with his wife, actress 
Jennifer Jason Leigh. 

The film provides funnyman Ben Stiller 
with a rare opportunity to prove 
himself as an actor. 

Unfortunately, the gifted comedian 
doesn’t possess the emotional range 
to embody his nuanced role with 
conviction, undermining sterling work 
from the rest of the cast. 

Co-star Greta Gerwig, one of the 
leading lights of the low-budget, 
mumblecore indie film circuit, leads 
the way with a sweet, charming and at 
times heartbreaking performance that 
reveals the chinks in her character’s 
brittle armour. 

Regrettably the focal point of the film 
is Roger Greenberg (Stiller), a 40- 
year-old malcontent who walked away 
from a recording contract and 
potential fame and fortune with his 
band, Magic Marker. 

He gave up everything to become a 
carpenter - a useful trade to smooth 
out the rough edges of Stiller’s 


wooden performance. 

He moves temporarily to Los Angeles 
to house-sit for his brother Phillip 
(Messina) and keep an eye on the 
family dog, a German shepherd 
named Mahler. 

Phillip’s personal assistant Florence 
(Gerwig), who is still raw from a 
recent break-up, pops in every day to 
run errands and tend to the mutt. 

She is strangely drawn to Roger and 
the pair begin an off-on-off-on-off 
romance that does both of them more 
emotional damage than good. 
Meanwhile, Roger rebuilds bridges 
with former band-mate, Ivan (Ifans), 
and tries to motivate himself to build a 
dog kennel. 

Greenberg is unremittingly bleak and 
the central character doesn’t have one 


likeable facet. 

“I throw a party last minute and then I 
am disappointed when nobody 
comes,” laments Roger at one point. 
Surprisingly no one informs him that 
his noticeable lack of company is 
probably because he sucks the life out 
of a room simply by entering it. 

Why a beautiful young woman like 
Florence, emotionally wounded though 
she may be, would give him one 
glance, let alone two, is a mystery. 
“Life is wasted on... people,” 
proclaims Roger at one point - it’s 
certainly wasted on him because all 
he does is hurt the people around him 
without any thought for the 
repercussions. 

The end of this 107-minute therapy 
session cannot come quickly enough.

Make the most of patio 
climbers in containers 



I f you need height 
and colour on your 
patio and you have a 
couple of large pots to 
hand, there's still time 
to plant a mixture of 
climbers to cover an 
obelisk or wigwam this 
summer to provide you 
with a riot of colour. 

Sweet peas are the most 
obvious choice and are still 
available in garden centres. 
Just a small pot of them 
should give you enough 
plants to cover canes or other 
supports and when they 
flower you should cut them 
regularly to give you the same 
scent and colour indoors as 
you’ll have outside. 

With sweet peas, the more 
you pick, the more prolific 
the flowering will become. 
Don’t let them run to seed or 
the plant takes that as an 
indicator that flowering is 
over and will stop producing 
more blooms. 

Some clematis work really 
well in pots and good garden 
centres can recommend 
suitable types for the size of 
the pot and the area you have

to cover. Clematis which 
build up a framework of 
branches, such as the early 
and mid-season hybrids, are 
the easiest to train, but take 
note of the height they’ll 
reach before investing. 

Good specimens for pots 
include C. ‘The President’, 
which has deep purple blue 
flowers from late spring to 
early autumn, growing to 3m 
(10ft) and C. ‘Edith’, which 
bears large white flowers and 
deep red anthers, growing to 
2m (6ft). 

Some climbing annuals 
can provide a blaze of colour 
during the summer months, 
including black-eyed Susan 
(Thunbergia alata), which is 
perennial in its native Africa, 
but an annual here. Its stems 
wrap around supports to 


reach 2.5m (8ft) and it 
produces pretty yellow or 
orange flowers with a 
chocolate eye from summer 
through to autumn. Put it in a 
sheltered spot, shaded from 
the hottest sun. 

If you have a sunny corner 
and you want a tropical feel 
to your patio, invest in the 
canary creeper (Tropaeolum 
peregrinum), which 
produces bright yellow 
flowers with large upper 
petals that look like a bird’s 
wings, it will flower all 
summer and can reach up to 
4m (13ft) tall. 

Of course, no obelisk 
would be complete without 
nasturtiums, those sizzling 
flowers in shades of acid 
yellow, orange and red, which 
can ideally be placed near the 
kitchen so you can add the 
peppery leaves and flowers to 
salads. Look for the climbing 
varieties such as T. majus 
‘Jewel of Africa’ andT. majus 
‘Tall Single Mixed’ to give you 
columns of colour all 
summer long. 

Other climbers which are 
ideal for containers include 
Morning Glory (Ipomoea 
tricolor), a half-hardy annual 
with large, trumpet-shaped 


flowers in blue or purple 
which will reach 1.5m (5ft) in 
a pot, Clematis ‘Evening Star’ 
and ‘Kingfisher’, as well as 
Trachelo sp ermum 
jasminoides ‘Variegatum’, 
one of the best-scented white 
climbers, which bears 
showers of starry white 
flowers which turn cream as 
they age. 

When choosing a climber 
for the patio, select a 
container at least 45cm (18in) 
deep and wide. Plants always 
do better in larger pots. Bear 
in mind that one container 
thoughtfully positioned can 
serve as a focal point. It you 
want more than one pot, 
plant matching or toning 
plants in containers grouped 
around it, but not masking 
the climber itself. Make sure 
the grouped pots are similar 
in style and colour. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Astrantia 

These dainty-looking 
perennials, with basal 
clumps of divided foliage 
topped with small flowers, 
often whitish-green or 
bluish-pink, grow to 60cm 
(24in), an ideal height for the 
middle of a border. They’re 


extremely easy to grow in any 
soil in either sun or partial 
shade. Astrantias have soft, 
subtle colours which fit into 
most colour schemes. A. 
major ‘Sunningdale 
Variegated’ contrasts well 
with the purple foliage of 
Viola labradorica in spring, 
while its white flowers make 
a cool companion against 
sizzling red crocosmias. 

Other good varieties include 
A. major involucrata ‘Shaggy’, 
which has white flowers with 
a collar of long petals, A. 


major ‘Rubra’ with plum- 
coloured flowers and A. 
major ‘Claret’, one of the 
darkest-flowered astrantias, 
with deep, ruby red 
pincushion-like flowers with 
a ruff of longer bracts than 
many other varieties. 
Although it is an old cottage- 
garden favourite, this 
astrantia works equally well 
in contemporary-style 
plantings. Add plenty of 
organic matter to the soil 
before planting and don’t let 
them dry out.
